We held a conversation yesterday with Solomon P 
Sublette, Esq., the well known mountaincer, who has 
just arrived, bearer of the American report of the battle 
of Sacramento A letter from him, dated Pawnee Fork, 
conveyed some idea of the hardships attending his trip 
out that far, When he approached*the mountains in the 
neighborhood of Taog Valley, he heard of the massacre of 
Bent and others, and was afterwards unable to persuade 
“men to accompany him across Furnished with the alarm- 
mg account, and knowing nothing of what was further 
transpring, he was forced, in his lonely situation, to 
move with great caution ‘Ibe Mexicans who had come 
out on the road, stated that they had possession of all the 
pusses, and that it was their intention to pen the Ameri- 
cahs in the country, and destroy every soul After recon- 
naitring and dodging their companies tor seyeral days, Mr 
Sublette succeeded in joiving our forces in Sante ke, and 
safely delivered Ins despatches i

will compare with any thing on record “Mr Sublette, in 
hig trip out and in, lost but two mules, a mess-pan, and 
a lanette rope These simple facts prove how valuable 
experience ïs upon the prairies ~The road from Fort Leav- 
‘ehworth to Santa Fe, over which experienced team- 
asters have travelled, has scattered over sts surface about 
five million dollars’ worth of Umted States Government 
supphes. Tho bones of cattle—aud in many places the 
Anivers—lie side by side, a melancholy result, brought 
about aloue by inexperience. Besides, tho wrecks of in- 
‘numerable wagons, and a grievous waste of provisions, 
track the tran route 

Mr. S from conversations with the volunteers now on 
duty in Mexico, 18 of the opmion that very few, if any 
of them, can bo induced to re-enlist The desire to re- 
turn home is general, and if troops do not arrive in time 
to relieve them at the expiration of thoir term of service, 
he thunks ıt will be difficult to retain them in the country 
We hope that the volunteers there have more regard for
